Mrs. Brewer said then 
Cleo LaCour grabbed the phone 
and said, “She's with me.” 
Police said that LaCour has 
assaulted his wife before.

made into the house. Young 
Donaldson ran to a neighbor’s 
house and called Mrs. Brewer 
and by the time that he returned, 
the trio was gone.

Cancer Victim 


Dies, Ends Life 


Optimistically 


TUCSON, 
end

Ariz. AP — “ Up 
he had a hopeful, 
optimistic attitude.” 
This was how Dr. T. E. A. von 
Dedenroth recalled the optim­ 
ism of Robert Allen, who died 
Sunday, ending his fight against 
a rare form of bone cancer. 
Allen, suffering from osteo­ 
genic sarcoma, 
underwent a 
transfer of cancerous tissue 
with Harry T. Griffith, 63, of 
Flourtown, Pa., 
about eight 
weeks ago at Roswell Park 
Memorial 
Institute, 
Buffalo, 
N. Y. 
Allen never knew that Grif­ 
fith, a former minor league 
baseball player, died April 25. 
Allen was admitted to a Tuc­ 
son hospital Friday. Dr. von 
Dedenroth said the cancer had 
spread too far through Allen’s 
pelvic area. 
“ He had been under hypono- 
therapy treatment,” VonDeden 
roth said, “ and thought that he 
had this thing licked.” 
The doctor said that Allen, 
who returned from Buffalo 12 
days ago, had been under a hyp­ 
nosis treatment which enabled 
him to develop a positive out­ 
look toward his disease. 
Even when Allen’s condition 
worsened last week, requiring 
his hospitalization, he “ felt he 
was merely recuperating from 
the operation,” Von Dedenroth 
said. 
Thursday, when Von Deden­ 
roth realized “only a miracle” 
would save Allen’s life, the doc­ 
tor broke the news to the strick­ 
en man’s wife, Anita. She has 
been in seclusion and under a 
doctor’s care since. 
Doctors at the Roswell Park 
institute said they did not think 
the two men had died in vain. 
“ The deaths of Mr. Allen and 
Mr. 
Griiiith are 
regretted 
here,'* a spokesman at the insti­ 
tute said. “Both men knew that 
the method, at best, was highly 
experimental and unproven. Ap­ 
parently, in these two cases, 
the procedure was of little val­ 
ue.” 
The spokesman said the knowl­ 
edge gained from the experi­ 
ments “ has been beneficial” 
to cancer research. 
Specialists hoped the transfer 
of cancer tissues would produce 
antibodies in the blood of both 
men and help stop the spread of 
cancer. 
“ Apparently the surgery was 
performed too late. There is a 
possibility that if they had got­ 
ten to him sooner, something 
might have been worked out,” 
Von Dedenroth said. 
Allen, who lost a leg last fall 
because of cancer, was a former 
football player for the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois and an award- 
winning insurance man. 


Schools 
Lose 5.7 
Millions 


Public schools of Missouri 
lost almost $6 million in funds 
allotted them for special edu­ 
cational help to children who 
are from low income families. 
The state was allotted $30,- 
225,091 under the Elementary 
and secondary Education Act of 
19G5. The funds were to be used 
in projects to help those con­ 
sidered to be “ disadvantaged” 
or deprived of usual opportu­ 
nities. A family of this type was 
supposed to be one with an in­ 
come of $3,000 or less. 
Projects for helping 
such 
children were supposed to be 
proposed by local officials, and 
approved by tiie Office of Edu­ 
cation in Washington. However 
the Office of Education here 
said that only $24,427,395 in 
projects were submitted for 
their approval. The cut off date 
beyond which no more projects 
could be approved was May 3. 


The actual loss to the state 
schools was $5,797,395 for the 
year. Officials of some states 
where the money has not all been 
used have complained that there 
was not enough time to plan the 
projects carefully, and 
spend 
the money well. 


The House has approved more 
money for this purpose for next 
year.

Two Johnson Bills 
Before House Today 


BENTON — Roy Proctor, Jr., 
Chairman of the Scott Count} 
ASC Committee has announced 
that due to excessive rainfall, 
Scott County has been declared 
a natural disaster area by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
This action will permit cotton 
and feed grains that cannot be 
timely planted to be transferred 
from one farm to another for the 
1966 crop year. 
Regulations provide that the 
producer on the transferring 
farm must have an interest in 
the cotton or feed grain on the 
receiving farm. These crops 
may be transferred within Scott 
County or to adjoining counties. 
If a producer wishes to make a 
transfer, he must first file an 
application at the Scott County 
ASCS Office in Benton. 
Cotton farmers in Scott County 
will vote this month to decide 
whether they want to be able to 
sell or lease their cotton allot­ 
ments outside the county. The 
referendum on the question will 


be conducted by mall during the 
period May 16 through May 25. 
Ballots may also be delivered 
by hand to the ASCS County 
Office. 
The only question to be de­ 
clared 
by the 
balloting is 
whether upland cotton allot­ 
ments may be transferred dur­ 
ing the next 3 years to other 
farms outside the county which 
are owned or controlled by 
someone else. Such transfers 
may be made by sale or by 
lease. In no case may transfers 
be made outside the State. An 
affirmative vote by at least 
two-thirds of the county's cot­ 
ton farmers who vote will per­ 
mit such transfers for the next 
three upland cotton crops, 1967- 
69. 
A referendum on the same 
question was conducted last fäll 
throughout the Cotton Belt, and 
growers in 349 counties at that 
time approved the allotment 
transfers. The vote 
this May 
will be held only in counties 


which disapproved such trans­ 
fers in last fall’s vote. 
The upcoming vote by mail 
marks a first in program ad­ 
ministration, according to Mr. 
Proctor. Farmers previously 
have been able to vote by mail 
in annual ASC committeeman 
elections, but the method has 
never before been used in a 
commodity program referen­ 
dum. 
Mr. Proctor said, “ It's easy 
to vote by mail, and we hope 
all producers will vote. The 
vote should be fully representa­ 
tive of the wishes of the cotton 
farmers in our county.” 
Proctor said that copies of 
the ballot are being sent to all 
cotton producers of record in 
the county, together with in­ 
formation describing the pro­ 
gram’s purpose and operation. 
Any cotton producer who has a 
question about the referendum 
or about who is eligible to vote, 
is urged to get in touch with 
the ASCS> County Office.

WASHINGTON 
AP — A bill 
containing money for two of 
President Johnson’s pet proj­ 
ects, 
the National Teacher 
Corps and the rent subsidy pro­ 
gram, comes before the House 
today. 
Congress has been cool this 
session toward both projects. 
The Teacher Corps is designed 
to improve the education of chil­ 
dren in slum areas.

It includes $9.5 
million for the Teacher Corps 
and $100,000 in cash for the 
rent subsidy program plus au­ 
thority for another $12 million 
in contractural commitments. 
Tuesday the House is sched­ 
uled to consider an omnibus $14 
billion bill that contains $900,- 
000 for the rent program. John­ 
son requested $38 million for 
the rent program, but the House 
Appropriations Committee ap­ 
proved only $900,000—all ear­ 
marked for administrative ex­ 
penses — with no contracts al­ 
lowed after June 30. 
Administration leaders prom­ 
ised a fight to bolster the sub­ 
sidy program and keep it going 
through at least next year.

In order that no one may 
become confused, there is but 
one Medicare plan, but it does 
consist of two parts, as pro­ 
vided by the Social Security 
amendments voted last year, 
which 
includes hospital and 
physicians services, as outlined 
in the first article. 
Today’s article deals with Part 
“ A” of the Medicare, and ex­ 
plains what the basic plan will 
pay for. 
What will Medicare pay for? 
Under the present plan which 
goes into effect July 1, any spell 
of sickness, from the time the 
patient is admitted to the hos­ 
pital, to 60 days after their 
discharge from hospital or the 
nursing home. 
The bed and board of the pa­ 
tient in a two or four room 
semi-private accommodations, 
for a maximum of 90 days. 
All related nursing services, 
include social services that are 
ordinarily 
furnished the pa­ 
tients, and includes drugs, sup­ 
plies or therapeutic items or 
services usually furnished by 
hospitals, including blood, ex­ 
cept the first three pints. 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1967, after 
the patient has been hospitalized 
for three days, and within four­ 
teen days of his hospital dis­ 
charge, the patient may enter 
a nursing home which has an 
agreement with the hospital for 
the transfer of the patients and 
interchange of medical rec­ 
ords. 


This part includes four parts, 
room and board in two to four 
bed accommodation. It also in­ 
cludes nursing care, physical 
occupational 
and 
s p e e c h 
therapy, and drugs ordinarily 
furnished. 
The 
plan also gives home 
health services if ordered by 
the physician, after the patient 
has been in the hospital for three 
days, or from a nursing home, 
where the patient is entitled to 
100 home health visits for each 
spell of illness. 
The patient is also entitled to 
intermittent nursing care, oc­ 
cupational and speech therapy 
if available in the area. Included 
is also medical supplies and 
the use of medical appliances. 
The part-time services of a 
health aide is also included. 
Services offered to the out­ 
patient includes diagnostic se r­ 
vices, which is a twenty-day 
hospital diagnostic study on an 
outpatient basis. The patient 
may have the use of non-qual­ 
ified hospitals for emergency 
care only if the charge 
is 
“ reasonable.” 
What the Medicare plan will 
not pay for. 
The patient will not be entitled 
to a private room unless re ­ 
quired for medical reasons. 
The medicare plan will not pay 
for the first three pints of blood. 
Medical or surgical service by 
a physician, including services 
in field of pathology, radiology, 
physical 
therapy and anes­ 
thetics, is not paid for in the 
plan, nor is the service of 
physician paid for. 


A private duty nurse or at­ 
tendant will not be paid for. The 
unskilled nursing home care 
where there has been no agree­ 


ment for transfer of patients and 
the interchange of medical rec­ 
ords. 
The medicare plan does not pay 
for constant home nursing care, 
nor pay for the drugs the pa­ 
tient can take himself. 
It will not pay for continual 
services of a home health aide, 
nor does it pay for the use of 
non-qualifled hospitals for rou­ 
tine care.

IF YOURS IS an average family, it spent about 
: $20 for Mother’s day gifts this weekend. That 
adds up, for all America, to a billion dollars. 
And so Mother’s day has become a huge fi- 
: nancial success. It wasn’t 100 per cent easy 
: going all the way, even with the backing of 
: the traditional love Americans have for their 
: mothers. 
: 
For one thing, the founder of the day, Anna 
Jarvis, fought to keep it from becoming com­ 
mercialized. 
For another, America’s No. 1 son, George 
Washington, could never be quoted in a testi­ 
monial—he didn’t even like his mother. 
The billion-dollar sales figure comes from the 
National Committee on the Observance of Moth­ 
er’s Day, which salutes the occasion as: 
“ This gift-giving holiday which, for emotional 
response and intensity of impact throughout the 
nation, is surpassed only by Christmas.” 
The National Committee is a New York-based 
outfit that supplies posters, pennants, stream­ 
ers, badges, carnations and other business 
builders for Mother’s Day. 
Weeks ago the committee called on retailers 
to “plan a powerful, concentrated merchandising 
effort that will better serve the consumers’ 
gift-buying needs, and may readily establish an 
all-time peak in sales voliyne and profits.” 
The Committee’s Mother’s day theme: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll remember.” 
- 
That might have been enough to make Anna 
: Jarvis turn over in her grave. She died in 
: 1948, saddened and made bitter by the com- 
p mercialism that had overwhelmed her intensely 
■ personal Mother’s day crusade. 
p 
The first official Mother’s day service was 
" held in the Andrews Methodist Church at Grafton, 
:p W. Va., on May 10, 1908. It was arranged by 
~ Miss Jarvis, who sent 500 carnations to be 
f presented to each son, daughter and mother 
attending the service. 
Years later, when the price of greenhouse 
carnations went too high to suit her, Miss 
Jarvis tried to popularize celluloid badges. 
- 
Mother’s day caught on rather quickly, and in 
r 1914 Congress adopted a resolution providing for 
p an official declaration. Woodrow Wilson, on May 
r 8 of that year, was the first President to pro- 
t claim national Mother’s day, the second Sunday 
in May. 
L 
Sadly enough, Mother’s day 1966 finds a dispute 
L going- on over the o w e of the grave of Mary 
- Washrngton,' mother Qt George, at Freaericks- 
: burg, Va. The dispute, between two memorial 
r associations, has been marked by accusations 
p of bad faith and neglect. It is now in federal 
- court. 
In her lifetime Mary Washington implied that 
her famous son, the wealthy owner of Mount 
Vernon and the father of his country, had neg- 
- lected her. She asked the Virginia Legislature 
for a pension, as though she were not being 
cared for by George, and this grieved and 
angered him. He wrote her in protest: 
“ I am viewed as a delinquent and considered 
by the world to be an unjust and undutiful son.” 
What sort of a son was George? What sort of 
a mother was she? One of Washington’s bio­ 
graphers, Douglas Southall Freeman, wrote: 
- 
“ He supplied her with what she asked, if 
he possibly could do so, and he tried always 
to show patience toward her, but he did not wish 
to be with her and he seldom gave her his con­ 
fidence, if ever.” 
George wrote his mother that he did not think 
* it would work out for her to live with him at 
Mount Vernon. He said that if she did she 
would always have to be dressed for company, 
or appear in dishabille, or remain in her 
room—none of which would be satisfactory. 
Dr. Freeman added: 
“ She had never elicited the warm love a man 
" usually has for his mother. She had seemed to 
him grasping, unreasonable in her demands and 
untidy in her person.” 
But if George Washington were alive today, 
he’d probably go along with the slogan: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll remember.” 
And Anna Jarvis probably would wear a carna- 
: tion.

COMPLEXITY: A WOOLY CAMOUFLAGE? 
One of the favorite arguments of the advocates 
of big government is that Americans should not 
try to think about the principles and policies of 
their government, which are said to be far too 
complex for them to understand. 
A constant refrain in the criticism of American 
constructives ties in closely with the idea that 
the ordinary citizen is not competent to think 
about issues of government policy: i.e., con­ 
structive ideas are too simple. They do not 
take into account, so this argument goes, what 
is called the “ immense complexity” of modern 
life. They show a desire to retreat to some 
earlier period of more limited knowledge. 
This attitude finds common expression in rather 
bad jokes about people allegedly wishing to 
“turn their backs on the 20th century.” 
No one doubts that modern life is complex. 
But it is made much more complex that it 
r-eds to be—and less controllable and more 


dangerous—by the rejection of basic values. 
Actually, constructives are truly facing up to 
the basic challenges of life today. The real re­ 
treat in the free world is not a retreat from 
the 20th century; it is a retreat from sound 
solutions. It is an endless counsel of despair 
that the currents of history are running against 
us and we must submit to ever-growing col­ 
lectivism, because there is just no way to stop it. 
If this is all that “ sophisticated” and “expert” 
analysis of the modern world can produce, it 
is a very poor excuse for responsible thinking. 
It gives up control over our own destiny as a na­ 
tion and as individuals. As we give up that kind 
of control, it will assuredly be seized upon by 
the forces of tyranny bent upon our destruction. 
They know where they are going even if our 
policy makers do not. They are not disturbed 
by the “immense complexity of modern life.” 
They have clear-cut goals. 
Great issues may be complex, but the facts 
surrounding them usually are not. Military 
strategy, for example, has been called “an 
art of immense and almost infantile simplicity,” 
while military tactics are so difficult and com­ 
plex that long years of professional experience 
are required to master them. So in World War 
Two, American civilians understood why we must 
beat Nazi Germany, but few in their right mind 
would have thought themselves capable of plan­ 
ning a military operation. 
It is the same with the great political and 
policy issues today. Cuba is an example. The 
facts surrounding Castro’s dealings with Russia 
and Red China, and his web of subversion 
throughout Latin America are complex, and re­ 
quire experts for their proper interpretation. 
But the basic issues of whether to let Castro 
continue his operations unhampered is a simple 
one. Every thoughtful American is qualified 
to give an opinion on that issue. 
No policy, however “complex,” makes any 
sense unless it is based on fundamental truths 
and conclusions. What Americans demand of 
their government today is a clear and forthright 
statement of the fundamental truths and con­ 
clusions on which our national policies are 
based. And they do not mean by this the usual 
wordy, high-sounding Madison Avenue formulas 
used to fill great voids in thinking. 
American constructives want to know if the 
makers of our foreign policy start by assuming 
that communism is a deadly threat to our 
existence and that victory over it must be our 
final aim. They suspect that in many echelons 
of our State Department, for instance, no such 
assumption actually exists. Without it, they 
maintain, the most “expert” policy will fail to 
support American interests. 
The argument over the “ simple” versus the 
“complex” view of American policy problems 
cuts much deeper than the dispute about con­ 
clusions and actions. A mounting body of evi­ 
dence suggests that the constant talk of “com­ 
plexity” and “expertise” is largely a smoke 
screen designed to hide unpleasant truths about 
our policy. 
We are not talking about treason or secret 
communism in high places. We are talking about 
views and values which are perfectly legitimate 
and which any American citizen, enjoying as he 
does the freedom of thought and expression, has 
a perfect right to hold; but not to hold in secret 
when he is making policy for this country. 
For example, there is so-called democratic 
socialism which would bring Marxism to Amer­ 
ica by peaceful means. It is perfectly legal to 
be a democratic socialist; but in America, it 
is not safe politically. Americans devoted to their 
personal enterprise system wonder how many 
Washington bureaucrats personally committed to 
the ideas and goals of democratic socialism use 
the excuse of “great complexity” to screen from 
public view the real policies they favor. 
The same question arises in the field of foreign 
policy. We do not have to talk about treason or 
secret communists to wonder if there are 
policymakers in our State Department who are 
sincere and convinced believers in world gov­ 
ernment but dare not let this fact be known. 
It is perfectly legal to believe in world govern­ 
ment and work for its realization; but it wins 
little support. Are the main issues in our for­ 
eign policy so fearfully complex that no one 
but a career foreign service officer can pos­ 
sibly understand them? Or is the truth simply 
that many State Department policymakers habit­ 
ually put the interests of other countries and 
of a mythical “world community” ahead of 
the interests of America, and conceal the fact 
in order to continue supporting such interests? 
In a free country, straight thinking by the 
majority of the voters and straight talk by the 
policymakers in government are essential. With­ 
out straight thinking by the people, tyranny 
is sure to win in the end, destroying both 
freedom and popular rule; without straight 
talk by the policymakers in government, the 
voters cannot make an intelligent choice among 
candidates and an intelligent judgment of any 
administration. They are bound to become 
suspicious and distrustful—with good reason. 
No American wants to distrust his govern­ 
ment. It is neither comfortable nor natural. 
But we can never afford to forget that our 
country was founded in opposition to the over­ 
reaching power of government, and the danger 
of a recurrence of such power is ever-present. 
The danger can only be averted by preserving 
the Constitutional safeguards against excessive 
concentration of power, and by honesty between 
government and people, especially where basic 
policy goals are concerned.

sored by the American Astro- 
nautical Society, the rocket pio­ 
neer’s successors launched a 
few flights of fancy into the 
extreme altitudes of the fu­ 
ture—specifically, into “ Fis­ 
cal Year 2001.” 
“ The 
interplanetary flight 
corridors from Mercury 
to 
Saturn are alive with manned 
vehicles of relatively luxurious 
and sophisticated design, driv­ 
en by quite advanced propulsion 
systems,” 
said former V-2 
scientist Krafft A. Ehricke,de­ 
scribing the first year of the 
21st century. 
By that time, he predicted, 
unmanned probes will have ap­ 
proached the sun as close as 14 
million miles and gone as far 
out as Pluto, an average of 
3.7 billion miles from the earth. 
Men will also have placed an 
automatic scientific station on 
the 
asteroid Icarus; 
astro­ 
physicists will be stationed on 
Mercury; biologists will be on 
Mars; planetologists will have 
■ landed on Venus; and other- 
teams 
of 
scientists will be 
studying 
Jupiter and Saturn 
from research stations on Cal­ 
listo and Titan, two of the 
moons of those planets. 
That the scientists had at least 
one foot planted on the ground 
while their heads were among 
the stars is shown by the fact 
that they chose the fiscal rather 
than the calendar year of 2001 
as 
the 
object 
of 
their 
prognostications. 
According 
to 
symposium 
chairman Dr. Eugene B. Konec- 


ci, we will see economical 
manned transportation in ser­ 
vice to the near planets, with 
costs reduced “down to the 
order of $10 a pound.” 
From 1966 to 2001 is a mere 
35 years--five years closer to 
us than the day in March 1926 
when Goddard’s first liquid- 
fueled rocket soared for 184 
feet.

SAN FRANCISCO - It's 
a 
long way in miles 
between 
Washington and San Francis­ 
co. But it's not far in ethical 
standards between the conduct 
of Sen. Tom Dodd, Democrat, 
and that of the ex-mayor of San 
Francisco, now running for gov­ 
ernor of the biggest state in the 
union. In fact, the record of 
George Christopher, Republi­ 
can, puts Dodd, a Democrat, 
in the shade. 
Christopher, a big diary oper­ 
ator, by trading on the fact 
that he is a Greek - Ameri­ 
can immigrant, has been yelling 
persecution in the same way 
Dodd claimed the Communists 
are out to get him. He has 
so skillfully put himself in the 
role of the vilified underdog 
that anyone who reports the true 
facts 
is 
accused 
of Mc- 
Carthyism. 
No later than March 30 of 
this year, Christopher's head­ 
quarters issued a letter signed 
by Arch Monson, Jr., as “ co­ 
ordinator,” warning editors to 
be on the alert against a smear 
of Christopher. This was an 
old dodge. It was practiced in 
1962 when Christopher was run­ 
ning for lieutenant governor.At 
that time his headquarters put 
up a similar smokesscreen -a 
letter, Feb. 14, 1962, signed by 
GOP State Chairman J. F. Sul­ 
livan warning editors to beware 
of a forthcoming “ smear.” 
In each case Christopher's 
backers enclosed a 1955 letter 
from A. E. Bagshaw, the dis­ 
trict attorney who prosecuted 
Christopher in 1940. In the let­ 
ter Bagshaw placed a casual 
coloring around that convic­ 
tion, 
though admitting basic 
facts in the case. 
Bagshaw has now written a 
second letter, as of last week, 
withdrawing the casual inter­ 
pretation of his 1955 letter. 
I happen to be among those who 
were fooled by Christopher's 
earlier cries of smear. As a 
result, I reported favorably on 
his early campaigns to become 
mayor of San Francisco. I was 
not only fooled but I believed it

a naturalized U. S. citizen born 
in Greece. 
Since that time many Ameri­ 


cans of Greek descent 
have

AHEPA, 
and 
George E. Johnson of Sacra­ 
mento, 
once 
one of Christo­ 
pher’s heaviest supporters. 
CHRISTOPHER'S REAL 
RECORD 
Careful examination of the 
alleged “ smear” shows that, in 
real 
fact, Christopher has 
erected a smokescreen to pre­ 
vent free and fair discussion 
of his career 
while 
simul­ 
taneously wanting to be elected 
to the highest office in his 
state.

how a candidate will act 
if 
elected. 
Christopher had acquired the 
Meadow Glen Dairy in Marin 
county where, along with every 
other dairy, he was subject to 
the California law which fixed 
the price of milk according to 
a milk marketing plan. In order 
to increase his profits, 
how­ 
ever, Christopher exacted kick­ 
backs from farmers. If they 
would 
not 
kick 
back, he 
threatened to refuse their milk. 
Naturally, they couldn't afford 
to let their milk spoil, so they 
paid Christopher on the side. 
While some other dairies did 
the same, Christopher's high­ 
handed operation was described 
by C. J. Carey, chief of the Cal­ 
ifornia 
agriculture depart­ 
ment's enforcement bureau, as 
the “most 
flagrant and de­ 
fiant 
we 
have 
ever ex­ 
perienced.” 
Finally 
one milk firmer, 
Charles 
J. Lane, had 
the 
courage to stand up to Chris­ 
topher and in January, 1940, 
filed criminal charges. Later 
that year other farmers did 
likewise; so that Christopher 
faced charges of taking 
57 
separate 
kickbacks 
totaling 
$10,000. 
The man who now wants to be 
governor of California waived 
trial, pleaded guilty to 
ten 
counts, was fined $5,000, and 
was given two years in jail, 
which was suspended on condi­ 
tion that he stay out of the milk 
business for one year. More on 
his record follows in an early 
column. 


Why The Labor Leaders Did 
Not Get to Dine at The White 
House. 
Washington, D. C.: - f t i April 
19 a considerable number of na­ 
tional labor leaders checked to 
see that their black ties 
and 
dinner jackets were in shape. 
They had received telegrams 
advising them to keep clear 
the end of the May 2nd week 
for dinner at the White House. 
They were delighted. It had 
been a long time. 
And with the grape pickers' 
crisis over, they could even sip 
the fine domestic wines with a 
clear class conscience. 
But the actual invitation never 
came. 
Instead, 
President Johnson 
gave a smaller dinner exactly 
two weeks later in honor of 
Ambassador Arthur Goldberg. 
A handful of labor leaders and 
business men were asked. 
All were pledged to secrecy. 
Very little leaked. So the con­ 
versation had to be about far 
more than Viet Nam. It was. 
In effect, what Mr. Johnson 
wanted was eyeball to eyeball 
advice on how to reconcile his 
economists with the realists out 
in the field. 
Unfortunately, the handful of 
national labor chiefs who did 
sup with him could do little 
more than talk. They 
are 
prestigious. But 
they 
are 
actually powerless to deliver 
what the President wants - a 
brake on wage demands. 
They could not if they wanted 
to and they don't want to. 
At this moment the AFL-CIO 
national 
headquarters* Re­ 
search Dept., under the scholar­ 
ly Nat Goldflnger, is preparing 
for a public showdown to smash 
the President's wage • price 
guidelines, which aim at keep­ 
ing pay increases at a 3.2 per 
cent hike annually. 
Rarely has there been such a 
concentration of labor's brain 
power. 
Experts from such 
unions as Walter Reuther's auto 
workers and Dave Dubinsky’s 
garment workers 
are being 
called in. Together the experts 
are readying their propaganda 
for a public hearing before a 
Senate committee to be chaired 
by Wisconsin's William Prox- 
mire. 
It could not be otherwise. 
Everywhere union chiefs—down 
amongst the locals where the 
real power lies — are asking 
for wage hikes and imagina­ 
tive fringe 
benefits running 
from $28 to $54 a week over 
two- and three-year contracts. 
Right 
in this capital, the 
carpenters have been striking 
for a package increase of over 
$30 weekly. 
No one can stop them — cer­ 
tainly not the diners at the White 
House or the veteran ex4abor 
lawyer Arthur Goldberg, to 
whose New York Waldorf Tower 


suite a bid now has the accolade 
of a White House invitation. 
The carpenters are not even 
picketing. They simply are not 
working. The other crafts can 
go in. Of course, at a certain 
point millions of dollars 
in 
construction will stop. 
The 
carpenters set up the 
wooden molds into which con­ 
crete is poured. No molds, no 
concrete. And they handle the 
shoring up and the pile-driv­ 
ing equipment. 
They could not care less about 
the table conversation down the 
street. 
They are pressed by zoom­ 
ing costs of living. And there 
are scores of other construc­ 
tion contracts expiring in the 
spring 
and 
summer 
— a 
strategic moment for the union 
chiefs. 
Thus it goes unnoticed by the 
public. A bright lawyer who 
now is giving ulcers to all guide­ 
line • ists is Lee Pressman 
whom 
Arthur Golberg suc­ 
ceeded as old CIO counsel. 
Recently he negotiated for his 
client, the Marine Engineers' 
Beneficial Assn. (MEBA - an 
AFL - CIO union) an 18-month 
contract giving its members an 
increase of about $35 a week. 
Significant here is the fact 
that the MEBA men work on 
Great Lakes vessels owned by 
such companies as U. S. Steel. 
They carry ore. 
Thus the spectre of this vic­ 
tory will haunt the United Steel­ 
workers 
as they prepare 
for their next go-round with the 
steel industry. Mr. Pressman 
also preceded Mr. Goldberg as 
steel union counsel. 


And there are the railroads. 
The public will hear from the 
newest 
of 
unpublicized rail 
brotherhood leaders, drawling 
Charles Luna, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men - 190,000 strong. 
He will ask for a 25 per cent 
increase per week and some 
mighty fine fringe benefits- 
more holidays, a guaranteed 
work month and a $2,000 policy 
for retirees. 
If this conflict does not make 
considerable noise this July, the 
experts will be surprised. 
And as on the (inland) sea, 
and on the land, there 
is 
turbulence in the air. 
If the machinists don't strike 
the commercial airlines around 
July 4 for a 15 per cent hike, 
it will be the miracle of modern 
aviation. 
There are a hundred such 
contracts upcoming - in oil, 
chemical and atomic works and 
in the plants of General Elec­ 
tric and Westinghouse, to name 
a few. 
It will take more than even 
the 
President's 
art of per­ 
suasion to keep the peace on the 
home front this hot summer.

When you use a frying-pan 
or griddle without fat, that’s 
one of the dry heat methods 
employed for cooking meat 
Dry 
heat 
cooking 
methods 
are 
used for tender cuts of 
meat. They mean simply that 
heat is used for cooking the 
meat, but moisture in the form 
of liquid is not added. 
Meats which are suitable fo 
broiling may also he panbroiled. 
Panhroiling is usually preferred 
for meats which are cut thin, 
since this method makes it pos­ 
sible to serve t h e steaks browned 
on the outside yet rare or me­ 
dium on t h e inside, says Reha 
Staggs, meat authority. 
Panbroiling is also preferred 
for steaks and chops when you 
have a small quantity for cook­ 
ing such as one. two or three 
Pans or griddles 
used 
for 
panhroiling need not be siz/.ling 
hot. If heated, the meat will, 
however, start cooking sooner 
than if you use a cold pan. 
It’s important to pour off fat 
as it accumulates or you will 
have a panfried product rather 
than a panbroiled one. 
Turning more than once is 
often 
recommended 
for even 
cooking and attractive brown­ 
ing. 
Should 
you 
cover 
or 
add 
water? The answer’s an em­ 
phatic “no" for this would no 
longer he a dry heat method 
under these circumstances.

To 
prove his point, the President 
read the note. 


“ Mr. 
President,” it said, 
“ You have been my boss for a 
number of years and you always 
tell me you want to lose weight 
and yet you never do much to 
help yourself. Now I am going 
to be your boss for a change. 
Eat what I put 
in front of 


you and don’t ask for any more 
and don’t complain.” 
Johnson said the note shows 
there is no need to worry about 
arrogance in the White House. 
“ Nobody is likely to get too big 
for his britches when he gets 
notes like this,” he said. 
Johnson said he had read the 
same note Wednesday to another 
of his Viet Nam policy critics, 
Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., as

ution by Rep. Richard C. White, 
D-Tex., urging the enlistment of 
taxi drivers and dispatchers 
in the fight against lawbreakers. 
The Chicago drivers report 
not only crimes but road ac­ 
cidents. 
Maj. Forrest Garrison of the 
Kansas City, Mo., police staff 
services division said a pro­ 
gram enlisted cabbies and truck 
drivers in anticrime activities 
has been in effect since 1964. 
“ It looks like the federal gov- 
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ernment is far behind as far 
as we are concerned,” he said. 
He said he was sending Rep. 
White a letter outlining the 
Kansas City operation, which 
includes direct telephone links 
to advise taxicab, trucking and 
public 
utility companies of 
crime alerts. 
“ We’ve been helping the police 
right along,” said Tom Rick- 
hard, secretary-treasurer of a 
Detroit cab company. “ It works 
both ways — the police help us 
and we help them. If our drivers 
see anything suspicious they 
grab their radio mikes and 
report it.” 
Capt. Frank Dyson of the Dal­ 
las, 
Tex., Police department 
said “ some of our cases have 
stood up in court only because 
of a taxi driver’s report and 
later testimony.” 
Rex Taylor, president of a 
cab company operating in Los 
Angeles, 
San 
Francisco and 
Oakland, Calif., said; 
“ I don’t see where we need a 
new law. Everything is fine as 
it is. Cab drivers are very 
cooperative in aiding police in 
the prevention of crime. It might 
help if we had a stronger law 
against holding up cab drivers.”

IX. PR O PERTY AND BUSINESS 
The Supreme Court spent a 
great deal of time in the 1964 
term on the constitutional rights 
of criminals, Negroes, and dis­ 
senters, and enlarged very con­ 
siderably their personal rights. 
But if personal rights are con­ 
sidered by the Court to be the 
“ preferred” values, then prop­ 
erty rights are the depressed 
values. In spite of the fact that 
protection of property rights 
and the right to engage in busi­ 
ness and earn a livelihood were 
among the major aims of the 
framers 
of the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, the present Court 
has given scant protection to 
such rights. In fact, there now 
seems to be more of a “ con­ 
stitutional right” to get money 
free from a bountiful govern­ 
ment than to earn it for oneself. 
Two years earlier, the Court 
completed the process of water­ 
ing down the protection that the 
Due 
Process Clause 
of the 
Fourteenth Amendment was in­ 
tended to give to business to 
a mere trickle, by holding that 
States were 
virtually 
unre­ 
stricted in their regulation of 
businessmen; in short, that they 
could regulate business right 
out of business, or out of any 
other occupation. In the 1964 
term, the Court demonstrated 
that the wellsprings of the Due 
Process Clause have just about 
run dry as far as such regu­ 
lation is concerned. Summarily 
and 
without argument 
or 
opinion, the Court affirmed a 
district court decision that had 
overruled Tyson & Bros. v. 
Banton, a 1927 decision invali­ 
dating a New York theater tic­ 
ket price fixing statute, thereby 
holding that States are free to 
fix the prices of anything as 
they may choose. It thus ap­ 
pears that the right to earn a 
living is nowr utterly devoid of 
constitutional 
protection and 
completely at the mercy of the 
State. 
The Court struck one encour­ 
aging note for businessmen in 
the last term. If they have no 
right to go into business or 
stay in business, they at least 
have the right to get out of 
business, or to lock out their 
employees. To what extent the 
Court will hold these rights 


constitutionally protected, 
as 
distinguished from merely al­ 
lowed under the National Labor 
Relations Act, remains for fur­ 
ther explication. But the busi­ 
nessman whose only remaining 
right is to get out of business, 
can always exercise his con­ 
stitutional right to seek em­ 
ployment on the ever-expanding 
Federal payroll. 
Property rights got a jolt from 
another angle also. In this con­ 
nection, it must be remembered 
that three years earlier the 
Supreme Court upheld a zoning 
ordinance in New York which, 
by prohibiting a landowner from 
mining sand and gravel below 
the water table,effectively ren­ 
dered an existing mine useless. 
The Court there cast upon the 
landowner the burden of showing 
that no “ state of facts either 
known or which could be rea­ 
sonably assumed affords sup­ 
port 
for” the ordinance. Of 
course, because a landowner 
does not know what is in the 
files of the legislators who pass 
an ordinance, which affects his 
property, let alone what is in 
their minds, it is very diffi­ 
cult for him to rebut “ any state 
of facts either known” to the 
legislators or which they “ rea­ 
sonably 
assumed” 
to exist. 
Hence, as in the case the Court 
then considered, the record will 
be likely to contain a “ dearth 
of relevant evidence of these 
points.” Therefore, the land­ 
owner usually will lose, and the 
protection of the Fourteenth 
Amendment which guarantees 
that his property will not 1« 
taken without due process of 
law, like a desert mirage, will 
vanish as he approaches it,

TRENTON, N„ J, A P — Mayor 
Arthur J. Holland — who made 
headlines by moving to a racial­ 
ly mixed neighborhood — seeks 
a new term of office Tuesday 
in an election 
in 
which the 
N egro vote could be pivotal. 
The 47-year-old m ayor says 
he 
might 
lose votes among 
“ som e white people” who con­ 
sid er him an integrationist, but 
he in sists his record is the key 
issu e 
and w ill withstand any 
“ white backlash.” 
Holland also said he has heard 
rum ors that 
som e 
Negroes 
would oppose him because they 
regard his change in residence 
as a grandstand play to gain 
N egro votes. He discounted this 
a s “ illogical and u n realistic.” 
“ There are som e N egro lead­ 
e r s who oppose me because I’m 
too independent,” he said in an 
interview , 
but he expressed 
confidence the m ajority of Ne­ 
g roes would support him. 
Apart from the racial ques­ 
tion, campaign issu es have in­ 
cluded birth control, urban re­ 
newal and management of the 
antipoverty program . 
Polls indicate Holland’s oppo­ 
nent, Carmen J. Arm enti, 37, a 
city councilman the past four 
years, has made inroads into 
the Negro and Italian vote. 
Holland moved two years ago 
from an area that bordered on 
an Italian section to a neighbor­ 
hood that is about half white. 
Other residents are Negro and 
Puerto Rican. 
Holland 
said he 
bought the 
house in hope of halting deter­ 
ioration eat mg away at much ot 
Trenton, and because his witc, 
Betty, wanted an old home that 
could be restored to authentic 
early Am erican style. 
Holland has had strong sup­ 
port from Italians in past elec­ 
tions. Now' som e observers be­ 
lieve Armenti, an Italian, will 
draw off som e of that support. 
Holland entered city govern­ 
ment 15 years ago when he was 
appointed deputy director of the 


public affairs departm ent. He 
w as elected to the city com m is­ 
sion in 1955 and becam e mayor 
in 1959 when he won more votes 
than anyone e lse in the com m is­ 
sion election. 
He led a fight to change the 
com m ission 
system 
and 
strengthen the mayor’s

tion, 
then becam e 
Trenton’s 
first mayor under the new form 
of government in 1962. 
He received about 17,400 votes 
in that election, 10,000

than 
his c lo sest 
com petitor. 
There were 54,000 registered 
v oters, including 8,000 negroes.

official who is 
backing Arm enti estim ates that 
about 4,000 N egroes voted in 
1962 
and that probably three 
fourths were for Holland.

voter registration 
has decreased by 5,000 since 
then, registration of Negro vot­

As usual, they 
not only wound up being vague 
but didn’t see eye to eye, either. 
Schlesinger made one of the 
harshest attacks 
on Johnson 
that anyone has attempted. In 
effect, he said Johnson lacked 
leadership in foreign affairs. He 
had worked with President John 
F. Kennedy and, briefly, with 
Johnson. 
He called Johnson “ gullible” 
for “ p a ssiv ely ” accepting the 
judgment of the State and De­ 
fense departm ents. On CBS’s 
television program “ Face the 
Nation” Schlesinger was asked 
what else Johnson could do since 
he can’t go to Viet Nam. 
Schlesinger 
said “ we have 
elected a president because we 
think his judgment is better. 
President Johnson’s trouble is 
lack of self-confidence that he 
does not appear to have.” 
He said som e m em bers of the 
Am erican 
intellectual 
com ­ 
munity do not so much question 
Johnson’s “ purposes but fear 
that he is not in personal con­ 
trol of his government as p res­ 
idents like Kennedy and R oose­ 
velt w ere.” 
This was all vague. Schlesing­ 
er was just as obscure when, 
trying to say som ething p leas­ 
ant about Johnson, he said he 
thinks Johnson’s “ instincts . . .

Cancer Victim 


Dies, Ends Life 


Optimistically 


TUCSON, 
A riz. AP — “ Up 
to the end he had a hopeful, 
optim istic attitude.” 
This was how Dr. T. E. A. von 
Dedenroth recalled the optim­ 
ism of Robert Allen, who died 
Sunday, ending his fight against 
a rare form of bone cancer. 
Allen, suffering from osteo­ 
genic sarcom a, 
underwent a 
tran sfer of cancerous 
tissue 
with H arry T. Griffith, 63, of 
Flourtown, Pa., 
about 
eight 
weeks ago at Roswell 
Park 
M emorial 
Institute, 
Buffalo, 
N. Y. 
Allen never knew that Grif­ 
fith, 
a form er minor league 
baseball player, died April 25. 
Allen was adm itted to a Tuc­ 
son hospital F riday. Dr. von 
Dedenroth said the cancer had 
spread too far through Allen's 
pelvic area. 
“ He had been under hypono- 
therapy treatm en t,” VonDeden 
roth said, “ and thought that he 
had this thing licked.” 
The doctor said that Allen, 
who returned from Buffalo 12 
days ago, had been under a hyp­ 
nosis treatm ent which enabled 
him to develop a positive out­ 
look toward his disease. 
Even when Allen’s condition 
worsened last week, requiring 
his hospitalization, he “ felt he 
was m erely recuperating from 
the operation,” Von Dedenroth 
said. 
Thursday, when Von Deden­ 
roth realized “ only a m iracle” 
would save A llen's life, the doc­ 
tor broke the news to the strick­ 
en m an's wife, Anita. She has 
been in seclusion and under a 
doctor's care since. 
Doctors at the Roswell Park 
institute said they did not think 
the two men had died in vain. 
“ The deaths of Mr. Allen and 
M r. 
G riltith 
are 
regretted 
h ere ,” a spokesman at the insti­ 
tute said. “ Both men knew that 
the method, at best, was highly 
experim ental and unproven. Ap­ 
parently, in these two cases, 
the procedure was of little val­ 
ue.” 
The spokesman said the knowl­ 
edge gained from the experi­ 
m ents “ has been beneficial” 
to cancer research . 
Specialists hoped the transfer 
of cancer tissu es would produce 
antibodies in the blood of both 
men and help stop the spread of 
cancer. 
“ Apparently the surgery was 
perform ed too late. There is a 
possibility that if they had got­ 
ten to him sooner, something 
might have been worked out,” 
Von Dedenroth said. 
Allen, who lost a leg last fall 
because of cancer, was a form er 
football player for the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois and an award- 
winning insurance man.

Public schools

BENTON - - Roy Proctor, Jr., 
Chairman of the Scott Count} 
ASC Committee has announced 
that due to excessive rainfall, 
Scott County has been declared 
a natural disaster area by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
This action will permit cotton 
and feed grains that cannot be 
tim ely planted to be transferred 
from one farm to another for the 
1966 crop year. 
Regulations provide that the 
producer on the transferring 
farm must have an interest in 
the cotton or feed grain on the 
receiving farm. These crops 
may be transferred within Scott 
County or to adjoining counties. 
If a producer wishes to make a 
transfer, he must first file an 
application at the Scott County 
ASCS Office In Benton. 
Cotton farm ers In Scott County 
will vote this month to decide 
whether they want to be able to 
se ll or lease their cotton allot­ 
ments outside the county. The 
referendum on the question will 


be conducted by mall during the 
period May 16 through May 25. 
Ballots may also be delivered 
by hand to the ASCS County 
Office. 
The only question to be de­ 
clared 
by the 
balloting is 
whether upland cotton allot­ 
ments may be transferred dur­ 
ing the next 3 years to other 
farm s outside the county which 
are owned or controlled by 
someone else. Such transfers 
may be made by sale or by 
lease. In no case may transfers 
be made outside the State. An 
affirmative vote by at least 
two-thirds of the county's cot­ 
ton farm ers who vote will per­ 
mit such transfers for the next 
three upland cotton crops, 1967- 
69. 
A 
referendum on the same 
question was conducted last fall 
throughout the Cotton Belt, and 
growers in 349 counties at that 
tim e approved the allotment 
transfers. The vote 
this May 
w ill be held only In counties 


which disapproved such trans­ 
fers In last fall’s vote. 
The upcoming vote by mall 
marks a first In program ad­ 
ministration, according to Mr. 
Proctor. 
Farmers previously 
have been able to vote by mail 
In annual ASC committeeman 
elections, but the method has 
never before been used in a 
commodity program referen­ 
dum. 
Mr. Proctor said, “ It's easy 
to vote by mall, and we hope 
all producers will vote. The 
vote should be fully representa­ 
tive of the wishes of the cotton 
farm ers In our county.” 
Proctor said that copies of 
the ballot are being sent to all 
cotton producers of record In 
the county, together with In­ 
formation describing the pro­ 
gram’s purpose and operation.

one M edicare plan, but It does 
consist of two parts, as p ro ­ 
vided by the Social Security 
am endm ents voted last year, 
which 
includes 
hospital 
and 
physicians services, as outlined 
in the first article. 
Today’s article deals with Part 
“ A” of the M edicare, and ex­ 
plains what the basic plan will 
pay for. 


What will Medicare pay for? 
U nder the present plan which 
goes into effect July 1, any spell 
of sickness, from the tim e the 
patient is admitted to the hos­ 
p ital, 
to 60 days after their 
discharge from hospital or the 
n ursing home. 
The lied and board of the pa­ 
tien t in a two or four room 
sem i-p riv ate accom m odations, 
fo r a 
maximum of 90 days. 
All related nursing serv ices, 
include social services that are 
o rd in arily 
furnished the p a­ 
tie n ts, and Includes drugs, sup­ 
p lies or therapeutic item s or 
se rv ic e s usually furnished by 
h ospitals, including blood, ex­ 
cept the first three pints. 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1967, after 
the patient has been hospitalized 
fo r three days, and within four­ 
teen days of his hospital d is­ 
charge, the patient may enter 
a nursing home which has an 
agreem ent with the hospital for 
the transfer of the patients and 
interchange 
of 
medical r e c ­ 
o rd s. 


This part includes four parts, 
room and board in two to four 
bed accommodation. It also In­ 
cludes nursing care, physical 
occupational 
and 
s p e e c h 
therapy, and drugs ordinarily 
furnished. 
The 
plan also gives 
home 
health services if ordered by 
the physician, after the patient 
has l>een in the hospital for three 
days, or from a nursing home, 
w here the patient is entitled to 
100 home health visits for each 
spell of Illness. 
The patient is also entitled to 
interm ittent nursing care, oc­ 
cupational and speech therapy 
if available in the area. Included 
is also medical supplies and 
the use of medical appliances. 
The part-tim e services of a 
health aide Is also included. 
Services offered to the out­ 
patient Includes diagnostic s e r ­ 
vices, which is a twenty-day 
hospital diagnostic study on an 
outpatient basis. The patient 
may have the use of non-qual- 
ified hospitals for em ergency 
care only if the charge 
is 
“ reasonable.” 
What the Medicare plan will 
not pay for. 
The patient will not be entitled 
to a private room unless re ­ 
quired for medical reasons. 
The m edicare plan will not pay 
for the first three pints of blood. 
Medical or surgical service by 
a physician, including services 
in field of pathology, radiology, 
physical 
therapy and anes­ 
th etics, Is not paid for in the 
plan, nor is the service of 
physician paid for. 


A private duty nurse or at­ 
tendant will not be paid for. The 
unskilled nursing home care 
where there has been no ag ree­ 


ment for transfer of patients and 
the interchange of medical rec­ 
ords. 
The medicare plan does not pay 
for constant home nursing care, 
nor pay for the drugs the pa­ 
tient can take himself. 
It will not pay for continual 
services of a home health aide, 
nor does it pay for the use of 
non-qualified hospitals for rou­ 
tine care.

Dr. von 
Dedenroth said the cancer had 
spread too far through Allen's 
pelvic area. 
“ He had been under hypono- 
therapy treatm ent," VonDeden 
roth said, “ and thought that he 
had this thing licked." 
Hie doctor said that Allen, 
who returned from Buffalo 12 
days ago, had been under a hyp­ 
nosis treatm ent which enabled 
him to develop a positive out­ 
look toward his disease. 
Even when Allen's condition 
worsened last week, requiring 
his hospitalization, he “ felt he 
was merely recuperating from 
the operation," Von Dedenroth 
said. 
Thursday, when Von Deden­ 
roth realized “ only a m iracle" 
would save Allen's life, the doc­ 
tor broke the news to the strick­ 
en man's wife, Anita. She has 
been in seclusion and under a 
doctor's care since.

The spokesman said the know l­ 
edge gained from the experi­ 
ments “ has been beneficial" 
to cancer research.

A SCS Office In Benton. 
Cotton farm ers in Scott County 
VV 111 vote thb> month to d erid e 
whether they want to be able to 
sell or lease their cotton allot­ 
ments outside the county. The 
referendum on the question will 


be conducted by mall during the 
period May 16 through May 25. 
Ballots may also be delivered 
by hand to the ASCS County 
Office. 
The only question to be de­ 
clared 
by the 
balloting is 
whether upland cotton allot­ 
ments may be transferred dur­ 
ing the next 3 years to other 
farm s outside the county which 
are owned or controlled by 
someone else. Such transfers 
may be made by sale or by 
lease. In no case may transfers 
be made outside the State. An 
affirmative vote by at least

In order that no one may 
become confused, there Is but 
one Medicare plan, but it does 
consist of two parts, as pro­ 
vided by the Social Security 
amendments voted last year,

Today's article deals with Part 
“ A" of the Medicare, and ex­ 
plains what the basic plan will 
pay for. 
What will Medic are pay for? 
Under the present plan which 
goes into effect July I, any spell 
of sickness, from the time the 
patient is admitted to the hos­ 
pital, to 60 days after their 
discharge from hospital or the 
nursing home. 
The bed and board of the pa­ 
tient in a two or four room 
sem i-private accommodations, 
for a maximum of 90 days.

I M IS FOR THE MONEY SPENT ON MOTHER 
IF YOURS IS an average family, it spent about 
: $20 for Mother’s day gifts this weekend. That 
adds up, for all America, to a billion dollars. 
: 
And so Mother’s day has become a huge fi- 
: nancial success. It wasn’t 100 per cent easy 
: going all the way, even with the backing of 
: the traditional love Americans have for their 
: mothers. 
: 
For one thing, the founder of the day, Anna 
Jarvis, fought to keep it from becoming com­ 
mercialized. 
For another, America’s No. 1 son, George 
Washington, could never be quoted in a testi­ 
monial—he didn’t even like his mother. 
The billion-dollar sales figure comes from the 
National Committee on the Observance of Moth­ 
er’s Day, which salutes the occasion as: 
“ This gift-giving holiday which, for emotional 
response and intensity of impact throughout the 
nation, is surpassed only by Christmas.’’ 
The National Committee is a New York-based 
outfit that supplies posters, pennants, stream ­ 
ers, badges, carnations and other business 
builders for Mother’s Day. 
Weeks ago the committee called on retailers 
to “plan a powerful, concentrated merchandising 
effort that will better serve the consumers’ 
gift-buying needs, and may readily establish an 
all-tim e peak in sales volujne and profits.’’ 
The Committee’s Mother’s day theme: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll remember.” 
That might have been enough to make Anna 
Jarvis turn over in her grave. She died in 
1948, saddened and made bitter by the com­ 
mercialism that had overwhelmed her intensely 
: personal Mother’s day crusade. 
The first official Mother’s day service was 
'* held in the Andrews Methodist Chur chat Grafton, 
W. Va., on May 10, 1908. It was arranged by 
: M iss Jarvis, who sent 500 carnations to be 
presented to each son, daughter and mother 
attending the service. 
Years later, when the price of greenhouse 
carnations went too high to suit her, Miss 
Jarvis tried to popularize celluloid badges. 
Mother’s day caught on rather quickly, and in 
1914 Congress adopted a resolution providing for 
an official declaration. Woodrow Wilson, on May 
8 of that year, was the first President to pro­ 
claim national Mother’s day, the second Sunday 
in May. 
Sadly enough, Mother’s day 1966 finds a dispute 
going?- on over th e oslto of the grave of Mary 
Washlhgton, mother 6f George, at Fredericks­ 
burg, Va. The dispute, between two memorial 
associations, has been marked by accusations 
of bad faith and neglect. It is now in federal 
court. 
In her lifetime Mary Washington implied that 
her famous son, the wealthy owner of Mount 
Vernon and the father of his country, had neg­ 
lected her. She asked the Virginia Legislature 
for a pension, as though she were not being 
cared for by George, and this grieved and 
angered him. He wrote her in protest: 
“ I am viewed as a delinquent and considered 
by the world to be an unjust and undutiful son.” 
What sort of a son was George? What sort of 
a mother was she? One of Washington’s bio­ 
graphers, Douglas Southall Freeman, wrote: 
“ He supplied her with what she asked, if 
he possibly could do so, and he tried always 
to show patience toward her, but he did not wish 
to be with her and he seldom gave her his con­ 
fidence, if ever.” 
George wrote his mother that he did not think 
it would work out for her to live with him at 
Mount Vernon. He said that if she did she 
would always have to be dressed for company, 
or appear in dishabille, or remain in her 
room—none of which would be satisfactory. 
Dr. Freeman added: 
“ She had never elicited the warm love a man 
usually has for his mother. She had seemed to 
him grasping, unreasonable in her demands and 
untidy in her person.” 
But if George Washington were alive today, 
he’d probably go along with the slogan: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll remember.” 
And Anna Jarvis probably would wear a carna­ 
tion.

COMPLEXITY: A WOOLY CAMOUFLAGE? 
One of the favorite arguments of the advocates 
of big government is that Americans should not 
try to think about the principles and policies of 
their government, which are said to be far too 
complex for them to understand. 
A constant refrain in the criticism of American 
constructives ties in closely with the idea that 
the ordinary citizen is not competent to think 
about issues of government 
policy: i.e., con­ 
structive ideas are too simple. They do not 
take into account, so this argument goes, what 
is called the “ immense complexity” of modern 
life. They show a desire to retreat to some 
earlier period of more limited knowledge. 
This attitude finds common expression in rather 
bad jokes about people allegedly wishing to 
“turn their backs on the 20th century.” 
No one doubts that modern life is complex. 
But it is made much more complex that it 
n-eds to be—and less controllable and more 


dangerous—by the rejection of basic values. 
Actually, constructives are truly facing up to 
the basic challenges of life today. The real re­ 
treat in the free world is not a retreat from 
the 20th century; it is a retreat from sound 
solutions. It is an endless counsel of despair 
that the currents of history are running against 
us and we must submit to ever-growing col­ 
lectivism, because there is just no way to stop it. 
If this is all that “ sophisticated” and “ expert” 
analysis of the modern world can produce, it 
is a very poor excuse for responsible thinking. 
It gives up control over our own destiny as a na­ 
tion and as individuals. As we give up that kind 
of control, it will assuredly be seized upon by 
the forces of tyranny bent upon our destruction. 
They know- where they are going even if our 
policy makers do not. They are not disturbed 
by the “ immense complexity of modern life.” 
They have clear-cut goals. 
Great issues may be complex, but the facts 
surrounding them usually are not. Military 
strategy, for example, has been called “an 
art of immense and almost infantile simplicity,” 
while military tactics are so difficult and com­ 
plex that long years of professional experience 
are required to master them. So in World War 
Two, American civilians understood why we must 
beat Nazi Germany, but few in their right mind 
would have thought themselves capable of plan­ 
ning a military operation. 
It is the same with the great political and 
policy issues today. Cuba is an example. The 
facts surrounding Castro’s dealings with Russia 
and Red China, and his web of subversion 
throughout Latin America are complex, and re­ 
quire experts for their proper interpretation. 
But the basic issues of whether to let Castro 
continue his operations unhampered is a simple 
one. 
Every thoughtful American is qualified 
to give an opinion on that issue. 
No policy, however “ complex,” makes any 
sense unless it is based on fundamental truths 
and conclusions. What Americans demand of 
their government today is a clear and forthright 
statement of the fundamental truths and con­ 
clusions on which our national policies are 
based. And they do not mean by this the usual 
wordy, high-sounding Madison Avenue formulas 
used to fill great voids in thinking. 
American constructives want to know if the 
makers of our foreign policy start by assuming 
that communism is a deadly threat to our 
existence and that victory over it must be our 
final aim. They suspect that in many echelons 
of our State Department, for instance, no such 
assumption actually exists. Without it, they 
maintain, the most “ expert” policy will fail to 
support American interests. 
The argument over the “ simple” versus the 
“ complex” view of American policy problems 
cuts much deeper than the dispute about con­ 
clusions and actions. A mounting body of evi­ 
dence suggests that the constant talk of “ com­ 
plexity” and “expertise” is largely a smoke 
screen designed to hide unpleasant truths about 
our policy. 
We are not talking about treason or secret 
communism in high places. We are talking about 
views and values which are perfectly legitimate 
and which any American citizen, enjoying as he 
does the freedom of thought and expression, has 
a perfect right to hold; but not to hold in secret 
when he is making policy for this country. 
For example, there is so-called democratic 
socialism which would bring Marxism to Amer­ 
ica by peaceful means. It is perfectly legal to 
be a democratic socialist; but in America, it 
is not safe politically. Americans devoted to their 
personal enterprise system wonder how many 
Washington bureaucrats personally committed to 
the ideas and goals of democratic socialism use 
the excuse of “great complexity” to screen from 
public view the real policies they favor. 
The same question arises in the field of foreign 
policy. We do not have to talk about treason or 
secret communists to wonder if there are 
policymakers in our State Department who are 
sincere and convinced believers in world gov­ 
ernment but dare not let this fact be known. 
It is perfectly legal to believe in world govern­ 
ment and work for its realization; but it wins 
little support. Are the main issues in our for­ 
eign policy so fearfully complex that no one 
but a career foreign service officer can pos­ 
sibly understand them? Or is the truth simply 
that many State Department policymakers habit­ 
ually put the interests of other countries and 
of a mythical “world community” ahead of 
the interests of America, and conceal the fact 
in order to continue supporting such interests? 
In a free country, straight thinking by the 
majority of the voters and straight talk by the 
policymakers in government are essential. With­ 
out straight thinking by the people, tyranny 
is sure to win in the end, destroying both 
freedom and popular rule; without straight 
talk by the policymakers in government, the 
voters cannot make an intelligent choice among 
candidates and an intelligent judgment of any 
administration. They are bound to become 
suspicious and distrustful—with good reason. 
No American wants to distrust his govern­ 
ment. It is neither comfortable nor natural. 
But we can never afford to forget that our 
country was founded in opposition to the over­ 
reaching power of government, and the danger 
of a recurrence of such power is ever-present. 
The danger can only be averted by preserving 
the Constitutional safeguards against excessive 
concentration of power, and by honesty between 
government and people, especially where basic 
policy goals are concerned.

SAN FRANCISCO - It’s 
a 
long way in miles 
between 
Washington and San Francis­ 
co. But it’s not for in ethical 
standards between the conduct 
of Sen. Tom Dodd, Democrat, 
and that of the ex.mayor of San 
Francisco, now running for gov­ 
ernor of the biggest state in the 
union.

George Christopher, Republi­ 
can, {Hits Dodd, a Democrat, 
in the shade. 
Christopher, a big diary oper­ 
ator, by trading on the fact 
that he is a Greek • Ameri­ 
can immigrant, has been yelling 
persecution in the same way 
Dodd claimed the Communists 
are out to get him.

No later than March 30 of 
this year, Christopher’s head- 
quarters issued a letter signed 
by Arch Monson, Jr., as “ co­ 
ordinator,” warning editors to 
be on the alert against a smear 
of Christopher. This was an 
old dodge. It was practiced in 
1962 when Christopher was run­ 
ning for lieutenant governor.At 
that time his headquarters put 
up a sim ilar smokesscreen —a 
letter, Feb. 14, 1962, signed by 
GOP State Chairman J. F. Sul­ 
livan warning editors to beware 
of a forthcoming “ sm ear.” 
In each case Christopher’s 
backers enclosed a 1955 letter 
from A. E. Bagshaw, the dis­ 
trict attorney who prosecuted 
Christopher in 1940.

conditions at his plant; and 
other violations. His convic­ 
tion was part of this series of 
warnings extending over sev­ 
eral years. 
3. Used his high office 
as 
mayor of San Francisco 
in 
selling to the schools, city con­ 
cessionaires, and city licensees 
who were beholden to him. 
4. Secured a draft deferment 
during World War II on 
the 
grounds that he was an agricul­ 
tural worker, though at that 
very same time he was bilking 
the public and violating city 
and state health standards to 
build up a multimillion-dollar 
milk company. 
Those are some of the facts 
that Christopher has wanted to 
hush up. And this is why for­

SURPRISE ELECTIONS IN 
1965-66 
June 8th Republicans elected 
mayors 
in 
Hattiesburg and 
Columbus, M ississippi, 
No­ 
vember 2nd in Stamford, New 
Britain and 
Waterbury, Con­ 
necticut, the latter two receiv­ 
ing 61% vote and in Akron, Ohio, 
the first Republican mayor in 12 
years received 61.8%, an in­ 
crease in Republican vote of 
44.4% since 
1963. June 15th 
in South Carolina, Albert Wat­ 
son, inspired by Senator Strom 
Thurmond turning Republican, 
resigned his Congressional seat 
as a Democrat and ran in the 
following special election as a 
Republican receiving 
69.2% 
vote. 
In a recent election in Fort 
Worth, Texas, urban renewal 
was supported by the powerful 
Fort Worth Star Telegram, the 
Mayor and 
the City Council, 
supposedly without formldaoie 
opposition. Election eve both the 
“ for” and “ against” urban re ­ 
newal forces conceded that it 
was a “ horse race” , neither 
claiming 
victory. 
Next 
day 
urban renewal was defeated by 
a vote of 38,397 to 9,248 and 
the 4 to 1 margin was a super- 
surprise. 
May 3, 1966, In the Democrat 
Primary, 
Alabama Governor 
George Wallace, battling with 
the 
Federal 
Government 
throughout his 4 year term, in­ 
eligible for re-election, cam­ 
paigned for Mrs. Wallace. Mrs. ‘

General, 2 form er Governors, 
and 6 other opponents by a clear 
marjority precluding a run-off.

HIS FIRST CONVICTION 
Mayor Christopher's 
first 
conviction took place when he 
was 
no juvenile, but 34 years 
old, an age when belfavior pat­ 
terns are already set, and when 
voters have a right to examine 
those patterns in order to judge 
how a candidate will act 
if 
elected. 
Christopher had acquired the 
Meadow Glen Dairy in Marin 
county where, along with every 
other dairy, he was subject to 
the California law which fixed 
the price of milk according to 
a milk marketing plan. In order 
to increase his profits, 
how­ 
ever, Christopher exacted kick­ 
backs from farm ers. If they 
would 
not 
kick 
back, he 
threatened to refuse their milk. 
Naturally, they couldn't afford 
to let their milk spoil, so they 
paid Christopher on the side. 
While some other dairies did 
the same, Christopher's high­ 
handed operation was described 
by C. J. Carey, chief of the Cal­ 
ifornia 
agriculture 
depart­ 
ment's enforcement bureau, as 
the “ most 
flagrant and de­ 
fiant 
we 
have 
ever ex­ 
perienced.” 
Finally 
one milk farm er, 
Charles 
J. Lane, had 
the 
courage to stand up to Chris­ 
topher and in January, 1940, 
filed criminal charges. Later 
that year other farm ers 
did 
likewise; so that Christopher 
faced charges of taking 
57 
separate 
kickbacks 
totaling 
$10,000. 
The man who now wants to be 
governor of California waived 
trial, 
pleaded 
guilty to 
ten 
counts, was fined $5,000, and 
was given two years in jail, 
which was suspended on condi­ 
tion that he stay out of the milk 
business for one year. More on 
his record follows in an early 
column. 


Why The Labor Leaders Did 
Not Get to Dine at The White 
House. 
Washington, D. C.: — On April 
19 a considerable number of na­ 
tional labor leaders checked to 
see that their black ties 
and 
dinner jackets were in shape. 
They had received telegram s 
advising them to keep clear 
the end of the May 2nd week 
for dinner at the White House. 
They were delighted. It had 
been a long time. 
And with the grape pickers* 
crisis over, they could even sip 
the fine domestic wines with a 
clear class conscience. 
But the actual Invitation never 
came. 
Instead, 
President Johnson 
gave a smaller dinner exactly 
two weeks later in honor of 
Ambassador Arthur Goldberg. 
A handful of labor leaders and 
business men were asked. 
Ail were pledged to secrecy. 
Very little leaked. So the con­ 
versation had to be about far 
more than Viet Nam. It was. 
In effect, what Mr. Johnson 
wanted was eyeball to eyeball 
advice on how to reconcile his 
economists with the realists out 
in the field. 
Unfortunately, the handful of 
national labor chiefs who did 
sup with him could do little 
more than talk. They 
are 
prestigious. But 
they 
are 
actually powerless to deliver 
what the President wants - a 
brake on wage demands. 
They could not if they wanted 
to and they don't want to. 
At this moment the A FL-CIO 
national 
headquarters* 
Re­ 
search Dept., under the scholar­ 
ly Nat Goldfinger, is preparing 
for a public showdown to smash 
the President's wage • price 
guidelines, which aim at keep­ 
ing pay increases at a 3.2 per 
cent hike annually. 
Rarely has there been such a 
concentration of labor's brain 
power. 
Experts 
from 
such 
unions as Walter R euther's auto 
workers and Dave Dubinsky's 
garment 
workers 
a re being 
called in. Together the experts 
are readying their propaganda 
for a public hearing before a 
Senate committee to be chaired 
by Wisconsin's William Prox- 
m ire. 
It could not be otherwise. 
Everywhere union chiefs — down 
amongst the locals where the 
real power lies — are asking 
for wage hikes and imagina­ 
tive 
fringe 
benefits running 
from $28 to $54 a week over 
two- and three-year contracts. 
Right 
in this capital, the 
carpenters have been striking 
for a package increase of over 
$30 weekly. 
No one can stop them — cer­ 
tainly not the diners at the White 
House or the veteran ex4abor 
lawyer Arthur 
Goldberg, to 
whose New York Waldorf Tower 


suite a bid now has the accolade 
of a White House invitation. 
The carpenters are not even 
picketing. They simply are not 
working. The other crafts can 
go in. Of course, at a certain 
point millions of dollars 
in 
construction will stop. 
The 
carpenters set up the 
wooden molds into which con­ 
crete is poured. No molds, no 
concrete. And they handle the 
shoring up and the pile-driv­ 
ing equipment. 
They could not care less about 
the table conversation down the 
street. 
TTiey are pressed by zoom­ 
ing costs of living. And there 
are scores of other construc­ 
tion contracts expiring in the 
spring 
and 
summer 
— a 
strategic moment for the union 
chiefs. 
Thus it goes unnoticed by the 
public. A bright lawyer who 
now is givingulcerstoall guide­ 
line • ists is 
Lee Pressman 
whom 
Arthur 
Golberg 
suc­ 
ceeded as old CIO counsel. 
Recently he negotiated for his 
client, the Marine Engineers' 
Beneficial Assn. (MEBA - an 
AFL • CIO union) an 18-month 
contract giving its members an 
increase of about $35 a week. 
Significant here is the fact 
that the MEBA men work on 
Great Lakes vessels owned by 
such companies as U.S. Steel. 
They carry ore. 
Thus the spectre of this vic­ 
tory will haunt the United Steel­ 
workers 
as 
they 
prepare 
for their next go-round with the 
steel industry. Mr. Pressman 
also preceded Mr. Goldberg as 
steel union counsel. 


And there are the railroads. 
The public will hear from the 
newest 
of 
unpublicized rail 
brotherhood leaders, drawling 
Charles Luna, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men - 190,000 strong. 
He will ask for a 25 per cent 
increase per week and some 
mighty fine fringe benefits— 
more holidays, a guaranteed 
work month and a $2,000 policy 
for retirees. 
If this conflict does not make 
considerable noise this July, the 
experts will be surprised. 
And as on the (inland) sea, 
and on the land, there 
is 
turbulence in the a ir. 
If the machinists don't strike 
the commercial airlines around 
July 4 for a 15 per cent hike, 
it will be the m iracle of modern 
aviation. 
There are a hundred 
such 
contracts upcoming - in 
oil, 
chemical and atomic works and 
in the plants of General Elec­ 
tric and Westinghouse, to name 
a few. 
It will take more than even 
the 
President's 
art of per­ 
suasion to keep the peace on the 
home front this hot summer.

M IS FOR THE MONEY SPENT ON MOTHER 
IF YOURS IS an average family, it spent about 
$20 for Mother’s day gifts this weekend. That 
; adds up, for all America, to a billion dollars. 
And so Mother’s day has become a huge fi- 
: nancial success. It wasn’t IOO per cent easy 
: going all the way, even with the backing of 
: the traditional love Americans have for their 
* mothers. 
r For one thing, the founder of the day, Anna 
Jarvis, fought to keep it from becoming com­ 
mercialized. 
For another, America’s No. I son, George 
Washington, could never be quoted in a testi­ 
monial—he didn’t even like his mother. 
The billion-dollar sales figure comes from the 
National Committee on the Observance of Moth­ 
er’s Day, which salutes the occasion as: 
“ This gift-giving holiday which, for emotional 
response and intensity of impact throughout the 
nation, is surpassed only by Christmas.” 
The National Committee is a New York-based 
outfit that supplies posters, pennants, stream ­ 
ers, badges, carnations and other business 
builders for Mother’s Day. 
Weeks ago the committee called on retailers 
to “plan a powerful, concentrated merchandising 
effort that will better serve the consumers* 
gift-buying needs, and may readily establish an 
all-tim e peak in sales volume and profits.” 
The Committee’s Mother’s day theme: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll rem ember.” 
t 
That might have been enough to make Anna 
Jarvis turn over in her grave. She died in 
1948, saddened and made bitter by the com­ 
mercialism that had overwhelmed her intensely 
personal Mother’s day crusade. 
The first official Mother’s day service was 
held in the Andrews Methodist Church at Grafton, 
VV. Va., on May IO, 1908. It was arranged by 
Miss Jarvis, who sent 500 carnations to be 
presented to each son, daughter and mother 
attending the service. 
Years later, when the price of greenhouse 
* carnations went too high to suit her, Miss 
Jarvis tried to popularize celluloid badges. 
Mother’s day caught on rather quickly, and in 
1914 Congress adopted a resolution providing for 
an official declaration. Woodrow Wilson, on May 
" 8 of that year, was the first President to pro­ 
claim national Mother’s day, the second Sunday 
in May. 
Sadly enough, Mother’s day 1966 finds a dispute 
- ffudng—on over the Omro of the gT ave of Mary 
Washington;' mother Of George, at Fredericks­ 
burg, Va. The dispute, between two memorial 
associations, has been marked by accusations 
T of bad faith and neglect. It is now in federal 
court. 
In her lifetime Mary Washington implied that 
her famous son, the wealthy owner of Mount 
Vernon and the father of his country, had neg­ 
lected her. She asked the Virginia Legislature 
for a pension, as though she were not being 
cared for by George, and this grieved and 
angered him. He wrote her in protest: 
“ I am viewed as a delinquent and considered 
by the world to be an unjust and undutiful son.” 
What sort of a son was George? What sort of 
a mother was she? One of Washington’s bio­ 
graphers, Douglas Southall Freeman, wrote: 
* 
“ He supplied her with what she asked, if 
he possibly could do so, and he tried always 
to show patience toward her, but he did not wish 
to be with her and he seldom gave her his con­ 
fidence, if ever.” 
George wrote his mother that he did not think 
1 it would work out for her to live with him at 
Mount Vernon. He said that if she did she 
would always have to be dressed for company, 
or appear in dishabille, or remain in her 
room—none of which would be satisfactory. 
Dr. Freeman added: 
“ She had never elicited the warm love a man 
usually has for his mother. She had seemed to 
him grasping, unreasonable in her demands and 
untidy in her person.” 
But if George Washington were alive today, 
* he’d probably go along with the slogan: “ Re­ 
member mother with a gift she’ll rem ember.” 
And Anna Jarvi6 probably would wear a carna­ 
tion.

COMPLEXITY: A WOOLY CAMOUFLAGE? 
One of the favorite arguments of the advocates 
of big government is that Americans should not 
•. 
try to think about the principles and policies of 
: 
their government, which are said to be far too 
complex for them to understand. 
A constant refrain in the criticism of American 
constructives ties in closely with the idea that 
the ordinary citizen is not competent to think 
f- about issues of government 
policy: i.e., con­ 
structive ideas are too simple. They do not 
take into account, so this argument goes, what 
is called the “ immense complexity” of modern 
* 
life. They show a desire to retreat to some 
earlier period of more limited knowledge. 
This attitude finds common expression in rather 
bad jokes about people allegedly wishing to 
“ turn their backs on the 20th century.” 
No one doubts that modern life is complex. 
But it is made much more complex that it 
“ 
r edb to be—and less controllable and more 


dangerous—by the rejection of basic values. 
Actually, constructives are truly facing up to 
the basic challenges of life today. The real re­ 
treat in the free world is not a retreat from 
the 20th century; it is a retreat from sound 
solutions. It is an endless counsel of despair 
that the currents of history are running against 
us and we must submit to ever-growing col­ 
lectivism, because there is just no way to stop it. 
If this is all that “ sophisticated” and “ expert” 
analysis of the modern world can produce, it 
is a very poor excuse for responsible thinking. 
It gives up control over our own destiny as a na­ 
tion and as individuals. As we give up that kind 
of control, it will assuredly be seized upon by 
the forces of tyranny bent upon our destruction. 
They know where they are going even if our 
policy makers do not. They are not disturbed 
by the “ immense complexity of modern life.” 
They have clear-cut goals. 
Great issues may be complex, but the facts 
surrounding them usually are not. Military 
strategy, for example, has been called “ an 
art of immense and almost infantile sim plicity,” 
while military tactics are so difficult and com­ 
plex that long years of professional experience 
are required to master them. So in World War 
Two, American civilians understood why we must 
beat Nazi Germany, but few in their right mind 
would have thought themselves capable of plan­ 
ning a military operation. 
It is the same with the great political and 
policy issues today. Cuba is an example. The 
facts surrounding Castro’s dealings with Russia 
and Red China, and his web of subversion 
throughout Latin America are complex, and re­ 
quire experts for their proper interpretation. 
But the basic issues of whether to let Castro 
continue his operations unhampered is a simple 
one. Every thoughtful American is qualified 
to give an opinion on that issue. 
No policy, however “ complex,” makes any 
sense unless it is based on fundamental truths 
and conclusions. What Americans demand of 
their government today is a clear and forthright 
statement of the fundamental truths and con­ 
clusions on which our national policies are 
based. And they do not mean by this the usual 
wordy, high-sounding Madison Avenue formulas 
used to fill great voids in thinking. 
American constructives want to know if the 
makers of our foreign policy start by assuming 
that communism is a deadly threat to our 
existence and that victory over it must be our 
final aim. They suspect that in many echelons 
of our State Department, for instance, no such 
assumption actually exists. Without it, they 
maintain, the most “expert” policy will fail to 
support American interests. 
The argument over the “ sim ple” versus the 
“ complex” view of American policy problems 
cuts much deeper than the dispute about con­ 
clusions and actions. A mounting body of evi­ 
dence suggests that the constant talk of “ com­ 
plexity” and “ expertise” is largely a smoke 
screen designed to hide unpleasant truths about 
our policy. 
We are not talking about treason or secret 
communism in high places. We are talking about 
views and values which are perfectly legitimate 
and which any American citizen, enjoying as he 
does the freedom of thought and expression, has 
a perfect right to hold; but not to hold in secret 
when he is making policy for this country. 
For example, there is so-called democratic 
socialism which would bring Marxism to Amer­ 
ica by peaceful means. It is perfectly legal to 
be a democratic socialist; but in America, it 
is not safe politically. Americans devoted to their 
personal enterprise system wonder how many 
Washington bureaucrats personally committed to 
the ideas and goals of democratic socialism use 
the excuse of “ great complexity” to screen from 
public view the real policies they favor. 
The same question arises in the field of foreign 
policy. We do not have to talk about treason or 
secret communists to wonder if there are 
policymakers in our State Department who are 
sincere and convinced believers in world gov­ 
ernment but dare not let this fact be known. 
It is perfectly legal to believe in world govern­ 
ment and work for its realization; but it wins 
little support. Are the main issues in our for­ 
eign policy so fearfully complex that no one 
but a career foreign service officer can pos­ 
sibly understand them? Or is the truth simply 
that many State Department policymakers habit­ 
ually put the interests of other countries and 
of a mythical “ world community” ahead of 
the interests of America, and conceal the fact 
in order to continue supporting such interests? 
In a free country, straight thinking by the 
majority of the voters and straight talk by the 
policymakers in government are essential. With­ 
out straight thinking by the people, tyranny 
is sure to win in the end, destroying both 
freedom and popular rule; without straight 
talk by the policymakers in government, the 
voters cannot make an intelligent choice among 
candidates and an intelligent judgment of any 
administration. They are bound to become 
suspicious and distrustful--with good reason. 
No American wants to distrust his govern­ 
ment. It is neither comfortable nor natural. 
But we can never afford to forget that our 
country was founded in opposition to the over­ 
reaching power of government, and the danger 
of a recurrence of such power is ever-present. 
The danger can only be averted by preserving 
the Constitutional safeguards against excessive 
concentration of power, and by honesty between 
government and people, especially where basic 
policy goals are concerned.

A Review of the 1964 Term

IX . P R O P E R T Y AND BUSIN ESS 
The Supreme Court spent a 
great deal of time in the 1964 
term on the constitutional rights 
of crim inals, Negroes, and dis­ 
senters, and enlarged very con­ 
siderably their personal rights. 
But if personal rights are con­ 
sidered by the Court to te the 
“ preferred” values, then prop­ 
erty rights are the depressed 
values. In spite of the fact that 
protection 
of property rights 
and the right to engage in busi­ 
ness and earn a livelihood were 
among the major aims of the 
frarners 
of the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, the present Court 
has given scant protection to 
such rights. In fact, there now 
seems to te more of a “ con­ 
stitutional right” to get money 
free from a bountiful govern­ 
ment than to earn it for oneself. 
Two years earlier, the Court 
completed the process of w ater­ 
ing down the protection that the 
Due 
Process Clause 
of the 
Fourteenth Amendment was In­ 
tended to give to business to 
a mere trickle, by holding that 
States were 
virtually 
unre­ 
stricted in their regulation of 
businessmen; in short, that they 
could regulate business right 
out of business, or out of any 
other occupation. In the 1964 
term , the Court demonstrated 
that the wellsprings of the Due 
Process Clause have just about 
run dry as far as such regu­ 
lation is concerned. Sum m arily 
and 
without 
argument 
or 
opinion, the Court affirmed a 
district court decision that had 
overruled 
Tyson 
& Bros. v. 
Banton, a 1927 decision in vali­ 
dating a New- York theater tic ­ 
ket price fixing statute, thereby 
holding that States are free to 
fix the prices of anything as 
they may choose. It thus ap­ 
pears that the right to earn a 
living is now utterly devoid of 
constitutional 
protection and 
completely at the m ercy of the 
State. 
The Court struck one encour­ 
aging note for businessmen in 
the last term. If they have no 
right 
to go Into business or 
stay in business, they at least 
have 
the right to get out of 
business, or to lock out their 
employees. To what extent the 
Court 
w ill 
hold these rights 


constitutionally protected, 
as 
distinguished from m erely a l­ 
lowed under the National Labor 
Relations Act, remains for fu r­ 
ther explication. But the busi­ 
nessman whose only remaining 
right is to get out of business, 
can always exercise his con­ 
stitutional right to seek em ­ 
ployment on the ever-expanding 
Federal payroll. 
Property rights got a jolt from 
another angle also. In this con­ 
nection, it must te remembered 
that 
three 
years earlier the 
Supreme Court upheld a zoning 
ordinance in New York which, 
by prohibiting alandowmer from 
mining sand and gravel below 
the water table, effectively ren­ 
dered an existing mine useless. 
The Court there cast upon the 
landowner the burden of showing 
that no “ state of facts either 
known or which could te rea­ 
sonably assumed affords sup­ 
port 
for” 
the 
ordinance. Of 
course, 
because a landowner 
does not know what is in the 
files of the legislators who pass 
an ordinance, which affects his 
property, let alone what is In 
their minds, it is very d iffi­ 
cult for him to rebut “ any state 
of facts either known” to the 
legislators or which they “ rea­ 
sonably 
assumed” 
to exist. 
Hence, as in the case the Court 
then considered, the record will 
be likely to contain a “ dearth 
of relevant evidence of these 
points.” Therefore, the land­ 
owner usually will lose, and the 
protection of the 
f ourteenth 
Amendment 
which guarantees 
that his property will not te 
taken without due process of 
law, like a desert mirage, will 
vanish 
as 
he 
approaches it.

IX. PROPERTY AND BUSINESS 
The Supreme Court spent a 
great deal of time in the 1964 
term on the constitutional rights 
of criminals, Negroes, and dis­ 
senters, and enlarged very con­ 
siderably their personal rights. 
But if personal rights are con­ 
sidered by the Court to be the 
"preferred" values, then prop­ 
erty rights are the depressed 
values. In spite of the fact that 
protection of property rights 
and the right to engage in busi­ 
ness and earn a livelihood were 
among the major alms of the 
fram ers 
of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, the present Court 
has given scant protection to 
such rights. In fact, there now 
seems to be more of a "con­ 
stitutional right" to get money 
free from a bountiful govern­ 
ment than to earn It for oneself. 
Two years earlier, the Court 
completed the process of water­ 
ing down the protection that the 
Due 
Process ( lause 
of the 
Fourteenth Amendment was in­ 
tended to give to business to 
a mere trickle, by holding that 
States were 
virtually unre­ 
stricted in their regulation of 
, businessmen; in short, that they 
could regulate business right 
out of business, or out of any 
other occupation. In the 1964 
term, the Court demonstrated 
that the wellsprings of the Due 
Process Clause have Just about 
run dry as far as such regu­ 
lation is concerned. Summarily 
and 
without argument 
or 
opinion, the Court affirmed a 
district court decision that had 
overruled Tyson A Bros. v, 
Benton, a 1927 decision invali­ 
dating a New York theater tic­ 
ket price fixing statute, thereby 
holding that States are free to 
fix the prices of anything as 
they may c hoose. It thus ap­ 
pears that the right to earn a 
living is now utterly devoid of 
constitutional 
protection and 
completely at the mercy of the 
State. 
The Court struck one encour­ 
aging note for businessmen in 
the last term. If they have no 
right to go into business or 
stay In business, they at least 
have the right to get out of 
business, or to lock out their 
employees To what extent the 
Court will hold these rights 
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constitutionally protected, as 
distinguished from merely al­ 
lowed under the National Labor 
Relations Act, remains for fur­ 
ther explication. But the busi­ 
nessman whose only remaining 
right is to get out of business, 
can always exercise his con­ 
stitutional right to seek em ­ 
ployment on the ever-expanding 
Federal payroll. 
Property rights got a Jolt from 
another angle also. In this con­ 
nection, it must be remembered 
that three years earlier the 
Supreme Court upheld a zoning 
ordinance in New York which, 
by prohibiting a landowner from 
mining sand and gravel below 
the water table, effectively ren­ 
dered an existing mine useless. 
The Court there cast upon the 
landowner the burden of showing 
that no "state of facts either 
known or which could lie rea­ 
sonably assumed affords sup­ 
port for" the ordinance. Of 
course, because a landowner 
does not know what Is in the 
files of the legislators who pass 
an ordinance, which affects his 
property, let alone what is In 
their minds, it is very diffi­ 
cult for him to rebut "any state 
of facts either known" to the 
legislators or which they " re a ­ 
sonably 
assumed" 
to exist. 
Hence, as in the case the Court 
then considered, the record will 
be likely to contain a "dearth 
of relevant evidence of these 
points." Therefore, the land­ 
owner usually will lose, and the 
protection of the Fourteenth 
Amendment which guarantees 
that his property will not he 
taken without due process of 
law, like a desert mirage, will 
vanish as he approaches it.

Polls indicate Holland’s oppo­ 
nent, C arm en J . Armenti, 37, a 
city councilman the past four 
y ears, has made inroads into 
the Negro and Italian vote. 
Holland moved two y e ars ago 
from an area that bordered on 
an Italian section to a neighbor­ 
hood that is about half white. 
O ther residents are Negro and 
P uerto Rican. 
Holland 
said he bought the 
house in hope of halting d eter­ 
ioration eating away at much ol 
Trenton, and because* his wit , 
Betty, wanted an old home that 
could be re sto red to authentic 
e a rly A m erican style. 
Holland has had strong sup­ 
po rt from Italians in p ast elec­ 
tions. Now som e o b serv ers be­ 
lieve A rm enti, an Italian, will 
draw off some of that support. 
Holland entered city govern­ 
ment 15 y ears ago when he was 
appointed deputy d irecto r of the 
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public affairs departm ent. He 
was elected to the city com m is­ 
sion in 1955 and becam e mayor 
in 1959 when he won m ore votes 
than anyone else in the com m is­ 
sion election.

He called Johnson “ gullible” 
for “ p a ssiv ely ” accepting the 
judgment of the State and De­ 
fense departm ents. On CBS’s 
television program “ Face the 
Nation” Schlesinger was asked 
what else Johnson could do since 
he can’t go to Viet Nam. 
Schlesinger 
said “ we have 
elected a president because we 
think his judgment is better. 
P resid en t Johnson’s trouble is 
lack of self-confidence that he 
does not appear to have.”

Rusk said he, Johnson and Mc­

— in agreem ent with Fulbright, 
chairm an of the Senate’s F o r­ 
eign Relations C om m ittee.

Holland Seeking 
Re-Election

TRENTON, N .J . A P— Mayor 
A rthur J . Holland — who made 
headlines by moving to a racial­ 
ly mixed neighborhood — seeks 
a new term of office Tuesday 
in an election in which the 
Negro vote could be pivotal. 
The 47-year-old m ayor says 
he might 
lose votes among 
“ some white people” who con­ 
sid er him an integrationist, but 
he in sists his record is the key 
issue 
and will withstand any 
“ white backlash.” 
Holland also said he has heard 
rum ors that 
some 
Negroes 
would oppose him because they 
regard his change in residence 
as a grandstand play to gain 
Negro votes. He discounted this 
as “ illogical and unrealistic.” 
“ There are som e Negro lead­ 
e rs who oppose me because Pm 
too independent,” he said in an 
interview , 
but he expressed 
confidence the m ajority of Ne­ 
groes would support him. 
Apart from the racial ques­ 
tion, campaign issues have in­ 
cluded birth control, urban re ­ 
newal and management of the 
antipoverty program . 
Polls indicate Holland's oppo­ 
nent, C arm en J . Arm enti, 37, a 
city councilman the past four 
years, has made inroads into 
the Negro and Italian vote. 
Holland moved two years ago 
from an area that bordered on 
an Italian section to a neighbor­ 
hood that is about half white. 
Other residents are Negro and 
Puerto Rican. 
Holland said he bought the 
house in hope of halting deter­ 
ioration e a tin g away at much ut 
Trenton, anti I treatise his w ife, 
Betty, wanted an old home that 
could be restored to authentic 
early Am erican style. 
Holland has had strong sup­ 
port from Italians in past elec­ 
tions. Now some observers be­ 
lieve A rm enti, an Italian, will 
draw off some of that support. 
Holland entered city govern­ 
ment 15 years ago when he was 
appointed deputy director of the* 


public affairs departm ent. He 
was elected to the city com m is­ 
sion in 1955 and becam e mayor 
in 1959 when he won more votes 
than anyone else in the com m is­ 
sion election. 
He led a fight to change the 
com m ission 
system 
and 
strengthen the m ayor's 
posi­ 
tion, 
then becam e 
Trenton's 
first mayor under the new form 
of government In 1962. 
He received about 17,400 votes 
in that election, 10,000 
more 
than 
his closest 
com petitor. 
There were 54,000 registered 
voters, including 8,000 negroes. 
An election official who is 
backing A rm enti estim ates that 
about 4,000 N egroes voted in 
1962 and that probably three 
fourths were for Holland. 
Although 
voter registration 
has decreased by 5,000 since 
then, registration of Negro vot­ 
e rs has increased to m ore than 
11,000. 
Both cam ps acknowl­ 
edge the Negro vote could be 
decisive in a close race.

On CBS's 
television program “ Face the 
Nation” Schlesinger was asked 
what else Johnson could do since 
he can't go to Viet Nam. 
Schlesinger 
said “ we have 
elected a president because wfe 
think his judgment is better. 
President Johnson's trouble is 
lack of self-confidence that he 
does not appear to have.”

He said, with a grin, ” 1 just 
tried to prod them along a little 
when they got a little slow.”
